HR PROPAGATION FORECAST BULLETIN NR 61 FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS 


NEWINGTON CT OCTOBER 9, 1977 
TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 


IN EARLY OCTOBER THE SOLAR FLUX ROSE FROM 93 ON THE 2ND TO 109 ON 
THE 5TH. IT THEN DROPPED BACK TO ABOUT 105 FOR THE NEXT THREE 
DAYS. GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY WAS MOSTLY LOW, SO RADIO PROPAGATION 
WAS WELL ABOVE AVERAGE. THE 21 MHZ BAND WAS OPEN WORLDWIDE FOR 
MANY HOURS DAILY, AND 28 MHZ WAS THE MOST ACTIVE IT HAS BEEN SINCE 
THE BEST DAYS OF 1974, THE LARGE ACTIVE AREA OF THE SUN THAT 
PRODUCED THE SOLAR FLUX PEAK OF SEPT 15 THROUGH 19 STARTED ITS 
SECOND PASSAGE ACROSS THE SOLAR DISK ON OCT 6, ‘THOUGH NOW REDUCED 
IN SIZE, IT WAS A MAJOR INFLUENCE IN PROPAGATION IN THE DAYS JUST 
PRIOR TO ISSUANCE OF THIS BULLETIN. 


A NEW AREA CAME AROUND THE EAST LIMB OCT 9, AND THESE TWO AREAS 
ARE EXPECTED TO HOLD THE SOLAR FLUX UP FOR THE NEXT WEEK. AN 
INCREASE IN FLARE ACTIVITY IS EXPECTED, HOWEVER, SO CONDITIONS 
MAY BE DEGRADED SOMEWHAT IN THE NEXT FEW DAYS. ANOTHER FAIR TO 
GOOD PERIOD IS EXPECTED ABOUT OCT 12, BUT DISTURBED CONDITIONS ARE 
LIKELY OCT 17 TO 20 AND 24 TO 26, THE LAST FEW DAYS OF OCTOBER 
SHOULD PROVIDE MORE GOOD PROPAGATION, MUCH LIKE THAT OF THE PAST 
FEW DAYS, IF YOU HAVE NEVER EXPERIENCED REAL DX CONDITIONS ON 

21 AND 28 MHZ BEFORE, WATCH THESE BANDS CLOSELY THIS FALL.
